THE POLICE WERE POWERLESS 


Bloody Fight Occurs Between Two Fac- 
tlons In Convention Hall 


SUPPORT OF GOVERAMENT 1S URGED 


Friends of Imprisoned Captain Finally 
Drive Their Enemies from Meet- 

ing—Members Lose Influ- 
ence and a Revolution 

Seems Imminent.

Paris, January 17.—A great anti-Dreyfus 
and anti-Semite meeting tonight at the 
Tivoli Vaux hall produced extraordinary 
ecenes. The neighborhood was paraded by 
police mounted and on foot, and the rap- 
idly growing crowd increased the excite- 
ment. 

At 9 o’clock, on the opening of the meet- 
ing, the hall was a seething sea of hu- 
manity, crowding every part, jesticulating, 
shouting wa bas Zola,” ‘Vive l’armee’’ 
and “Vive la revolution sociale.’’ The 
members of the anti-Semite committee 
displayed banners bearing the inscription, 
“Death to the Jews’ and other inscrip- 
tions. 

It was soon seen that the 56,000 present 
consisted largely of anarchists and of oth- 
ers bent on opposing the students. 

On M. Guerin, the president, proposing 
that the honorary presidency be conferred 
upon M. Rochefort and M. Drumont, a 
great uproar ensued, the anarchists trying 
to wrench the banners from the anti- 
Semites. Scuffles took place, in which two 
officials were injured. 

M. Thiebaud delivered an address, de- 
nouncing the Jews and urging the meeting 
to support the government. 
 /Pumelts.aed-Oghis for the banners con- 
tinued; with shouting, whistling and sing- 
ing of the “‘Marseillaise’ and the “Car- 
magnole,”’ while M. Thiebaud proceeded in 
a violent speech, declaring that the Drey- 
fus scandal was the cOmmencement of a 
social revolution by a ‘“‘band of scoundrels 
desiring to overthrow everything in order 
to raise a traitor.’’ 

The scene now became a saturnalia. The 
anarchists removed the iron _ staircase 
giving access to the tribune, so that the 
committee was unable to descend. Free 
fights began around the flags. Finally the 
studerits chased the anarchists out of the 
hall. The organizers of the meeting then 
seized the flags decorating the hall and 
arranged a rendezvous at the military club, 
crying, ‘‘Vive l’arme.” 

The hall partially emptied, but soon the 
enarchists returned and, breaking open 
the great doors, began further fighting. It 
is alleged that several were iujured. Final- 
ly the students were vanquished and the 
enarchists became masters of the situation. 
Thée meeting broke up, and the anarchists 
replaced the ladder and invaded the 
tribune, led by M. Courtols, flourishing a 
red flag and all shouting “‘Conspuez Roche- 
fort’ (Spit upon Rochefort), and ‘‘Long 
ive Zola,”’ fee 

The disturbances continued, the anarchists 
eclaiming from the tribune against the 
rmy and acclaiming Dreyfus. Some of 
he injured people were carried out with 
heir faces covered with biood. 

The interest was not transferred to the 
treets, where the police had been 1e- 
nforced by the republican guards. At 10 
‘clock this evening large bodies of stu- 
ents, flourishing the tri-color, and shout- 
ng ‘‘Vive l’armee,’’ proceeded in the direc- 
ion of the military club in the Avenue 
e Opera. The troops cleared the Place 
le la Republique and charged the bodies 
f students. A large force is protecting 
he military club. 

Several were arrested. The demonstrators 
then proceeded, shouting “‘Conspuez Zola,” 
to the offices of The Temps, The: Aurore 
and The Libre Parole, but the police’ again 
dispersed them.

A MILLIONAIRE TRAMP DEAD. 


Man with an Income of $73 a Day 
Dies in Paducah, Ky. 
Paducah, Ky., January 17.—James Berry, 
the millionaire tramp, died this morning 
at the New Richmond hotel, after a two 
weeks’ confinement to his room. He came 
here 2 month ago, amusing himself on the 
way down on the boat by pitching dollars 
to the deck hands, giving a ten-dollar prize 
to the one picking up the largest number 

of coins. 

He stepped off the wharf platform by ac- 
cident one night shortly after arriving and 
broke his leg in two places, and this injury 
caused his death. He inherited ea fortune 
which brought in about $73 a day, from a 
relative in New York last year. 

Since that time he had been living in 
princely style at the best hotels in the 
larges cities. He had tramped around the 
world and had letters from many foreign 
potentates.

Bryan, the late candidate for president, 
and when he married went to Salem, IIL, 
Bryan's birth place, to have the nuptial 
knot tied.

Convincing Proof That None of the 
I'creign Powerg Could Be Counted 
on To Aid in Solving the 
Present Monetary 
Question. 


January 17.—(Special.)—The 
strongest indorsement Which the demo- 
cratic demand for independent action in 
the restoration of silver has yet had, all 
things considered, was which came from 
Senator Wolcott, of Colorado, in a notable 
speech delivered in the senate today. It 
was his long-looked-for speech explaining 
the failure of the monetary commission of 
which he was chairman. It was a care- 
fully prepared document, giving in narra- 
tive form the story of this last in the long 
list of international flascos, and the fact 
that it was scheduled for today had the 
effect of filling the galleries to overflowing 
and crowding the floor of the senate wit 
members of the house, ex-senators and 
others, to whom the privilege of the floor 
is extended. 

No man could ask for a more attentive 
audience, and Wolcott was, in his deliver- 
ance, fully up to his reputation of orator. 
There was small comfort to his fellow re- 
publicans in his declarations. In pictur- 
esque terms he pictured the evils of the 
gold standard. He scored Secretary Gage 
mercilessiy, and while be professed his 
conviction that the president is a friend 
of bimetall'sm, what he said was in reality 
the finest sarcasm, emphasizing to the 
co‘'mntty Mhe wide diveizence betwten the 
president's talk and his action in having 
at the head of his treasury department a 
man who was employing his every effort to 
strengthening the grip of thé.gold standard 
on this country. 

Gold Standard a Great Evil. 

Senator Wolcott’s speech was throughout 
a clear-cut demonstration that all that the 
democrats and their silver allies have con- 
tended is true; that there is no possible 
hope for any substantial results from 
further efforts toward international action; 
that the gold standard is an unmixed and 
unqualified evil to which the people of this 
country will never submit: and yet he 
concludes by declaring that he hopes for 
ultimate success on the line of interna- 
tional bimetallism. He convinced every- 
body, except perhaps himself, that his con- 
clusion was at utter and absolute variance 
with this promises. He showed how the 
politics of most of the capitals of Europe 
and the press of London and other capitals 
are dominated and controlled by the money 
power. He declared that the famine in 
India was not a famine of food, but of 
money, and that all the troubles there were 
traceable to the action of Great Britain 
in closing the India mints to silver and 
the consequent depression in the value of 
silver. He told of obstacles with which 
the commission had to content—the fall in 
the price of silver; tariff legislation that 
created a feeling of unfriendliness, though 
he declared this had nothing to do with 
the final result; the taik of the represen- 
tatives of the New York bankers wno 
wore sent abroad for that purpose; the 
talk of the director ef the mint and the late 
comptroller of the currency, and of the 
secretary of the treasury. The latter 
declarations he found it hard to explain or 
to believe that they had been made by a 
member of the cab§net in the face of the 
president’s efforts in favor of international 
bimetallism, manifested through his in- 
dorsement of this comission. 

In summarizing the present sttuation he 
declared that it is useless to count on any 
co-operation from Great Britain toward in- 
ternational bimetallism. He declared him- 
self out of it so far as future efforts are 
concerned, but adds here his belief that 
something can be accomplished some time. 
In this connection he gets in another 
covert rap at the president by saying that 
this can be accomplished only with the 
hearty support of the president and con- 
gress. He declared that Secretary Gages 
bill would “reach~ Iimbo 
reached the senate,” and indicated 
no legislation on that line could hope to 
get through congress. In short, his speech 
is an interesting and valuable contribution 
to the money discussion, because it sus- 
tains in every detail the democratic con- 
tention aguinst the gold standard and in 
favor of independent action as the only 
possible method of securing relief. 

It is, in effect, a notice to the republican 
party that there is no use longer holding 
out the specious hope of international ac- 
tion if that action is dependent upon 
Great Britain, as the republicans have de- 
cleared tt must be; and it tears from the 
administration its mask of pretense. 
Though not stated in so many words, it is 
a demand for the resignation of the secre- 
tary of the treasury, and ought to force 
McKinley to come out openly for the goid 
standard or get rid of his financial adviser. 

The speech has made a great sensation in 
political circles, and the democrats are 
jubilant over it. 

Mr. Wolcott introduced his subject by 
saying that he was giad to make a state- 
ment respecting certain phases of the work 
of the recent bimetallic commission, but 
that in doing so, he spoke unofficially, “‘not

MCCLELLAN ATTACKS ARMY 


Son of the Union General Says the 
Service Is Poor. 


SPEECH ATTRACTS ATTENTION 


Congressmer: Discuss the Condition of 
the Regular Soldiery Rank 
and File. ' 


Washington, January 17.+This was Dis- 
trict of Columbia day in the house, but 
only three bills of local importance were 
pussed. The remainder of the session was 
devoted to further consideration of the 
army appropriation bill. 

The debate was particularly notable for 
a vigorous speech by ‘Mr. McClel- 
jan, of. New. York,. a son- of - Gen- 
eral George B. McClellan, attack- 
ing tthe present army organization as obse- 
lete and inefficient. He asserted that we 
were woefully unprepared for war. should 
a crisis come, and contended for’ modern 
methods in organization, equipment and 
supplies, which would enabie the United 
States to meet an emergency. 

Mr. Lewis, of Washington, also made a 
Speech that attracted attention in denunci- 
ation of trusts, which, he declared, were 
threatening the liberties of the country. 

The consideration of the army appropria- 
tion bill was not completéd today. 

in the course of the general debate Mr. 
Griffith, republican, of lowa, defended the 
policy of retiring army officers on three- 
quarters pay. ; 

Mr. McClellan, democrat, of New York, 
declared the army was little better than a 
clumsily organized national police force, 
topheavy with the gold lace of staff offi- 
cers, many of whom had not seen more 
active service than falls to the lot of a 
member of thé police foree. The army 
should, he declared, be entirely 
ized. He said this in no spirit of jingeism, 
but for the purpose of calling the attention 
of the country to the fact that. we were 
paying a large price for a very inefficient 
army, utterly unprepared for war, while a 
very small additional expenditure, with 
proper reorganization, would work won- 
ders. Mr. MeClellan went into a detailed 
discussion of the various branches of the 
service. Our infantry formations, he said, 
would have been considered excellent in the 
seventeenth century. He criticised partic- 
ularly the organization of the cavalry. As 
indicating the poor quality or condition of 
the mounts pufchased for the cavalry, he 
said we were each year replacing 2 per 
cent of the cavalry horses, while in Eu- 
rope, Austria, for instance, put 12 per cent 
of the cavalry hogsses were replaced annual- 
ly. One of the gravest defects in the pres- 
ent organization, he said, was the lack of 
a properly instructed and competent staff. 
In the modern sense of the word we had no 
staff. Our ammunition plant was, he said, 
hopelessly deficient. At the present rate 
of accumulated reserve, he said, at the end 
of five years we would only have enough 
ammunition to eupply the infantry for two 
dsys at the firing rate of the battle of Get- 
tysburg. 
eee a democrat. of Washington, 
made a vigorous speech against any in- 
crease of the army. He created something 
of an innovation by taking his position in 
the area in front of the speaker’s rostrum 
and speaking to the house face to face as 
to a congregation.

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SOME EDUCATION REQUIRED 


Incomer's Age | 


Foreigner Must Be Able To Read and 
Write in Some Language. 


BUT AGED PERSONS HAVE MORE LATITUDE 


New Act Does Not Apply to Persons 
Coming Into United States from 
Cuba at Present. 


Washington, January 17.—The senate to- 
day passed the Lodge bill restricting immi- 
gration into the United States. The pro- 
ceedings were the most interesting and im- 
portant that have characterized any single 


day’s work of the senate during the present 


senate. In anticipation of them the gal- 
leries were crowded at an early hour. 

Quite unexpectedly, Senator Hanna ap- 
peared at the opening of today’s session. 
Mr. Foraker, the senior senator from Ohio, 
presented Mr. Hanna’s credéntials for the 
remainder of Mr. Sherman’s te?m, which 
will .expire on March 4, 1899, and asked 
that the oath of office be administered tg 
tim. 

Mr. Foraker escorte1 his colleague to the 
desk, where Vice President Hobart admin- 
istered the oath. 

The immigration bill was then taken up 
and discussed untfl 3 @elock, the hour at 
which by previous agre2zment it had been 
arranged to vote finally upon the amend- 
ments and the bill. 

An amendment offered by Mr. Spooner, of 
Wisconsin, providing that the ability on 
part of the immigrant either to read or 
write should be accepted as a sufficient 
test of his literacy was adopted by a vote 
of 42 to 22. Another amendment by Mr. 
Spooner, providing that the members of 


the family accompanying an immigrant re- 


jected under the conditions of the bill 
should be returned to the country whence 
they came by the steamship companies, was 
also adopted. 

Other efforts were made to amend the 
measure, but failed. The bill was then 
passed by a vote of 45 to 28. 

The bill provides that all immigrants 
physically capable and over sixteen years 
of age shall be able to read or write the 
Hinglish language or some other language; 
but a@ person not able to read or write 
who is over fifty years of age and is the 
parent or grandparent of a qualified im- 
migrant over twenty-one years of age 
and capable of supporting such a parent 
or grandparent, may accompany the im- 
migrant or the parent or grandparent may 
be sent for and come to join the family 
of the child or grandchild over twenty-one 
years of age qualified under the law; and 
wife or minor child not able to read or 
write may accompany or be sent for and 
may come to join the husband or parent 
who is qualified. 

The act does not apply to persons com- 
ing to the United States from the island 
of Cuba during the continuance of pres- 
ent disorders there. who have heretofore 
been inhabitants of that island. 

Mr. Spooner, of Wisconsin, while sup- 
porting the general character of the bill, 
pointed out a feature,“which, he said, was 
indefensible, namely, that requiring am 
immigrant to bothiread and write portions 
of the United Statt® constitution. * Rather 
than support the $rovision requiring 
iinmigrant to write, as well as read, he 
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circulation of that ccuntry. 

» “Has England ever adhered to her as- 
‘surances of the 17th of March, 1896, coun- 
tries representing more than half of the 
total money of Europe and the United 
States would have agreed, prior to a con- 
fererce, thet upon terms to be settled at 
such conference they ywculd reopen their 
mirts to the unlimited coinage of both 
gold and silser.”” . 

The Joint Negotiations. 

Mr. Wolcott then detailed at some length 
the joint negotiatiors on the part of the 
American commissioners and the French 
ambassador in England. At first, he said, 
there seemed but few difficulties in the 
way, and he quoted the resolutions of 
the house of commons and the utterances 
of Mr. Balfour and Sr. Michael Hicks- 
Beach of March 17, 189. “We were not, 
therefore,” he continued, “intruders. We 
could present ourselves with the certainty 
of that reception which must follow direct 
and open invitation. And the welcome we 
had the right to expect we recetved. From 
the day we reached England until we left 
it finally in October our official treatment 
was everyth'ng that could be desired. The 
English ministry, in terms, asked the 
French ambassador and ourselves to sug- 
gest wherein; in our opinion, England 
could internally contribute to a solution 
of the question and at the same time re- 
tain for her own people the gold stan- 
dard; and what are termed the ‘pro- 
posals’ were not volunteered and were 
made only by way of suggestion at the 
explicit request of the Eenglish ministry. 
When they were received they were treat- 
ed with full consideration, as were the 
representaties of the two governments 
conducting the negotiations.”’ 

Mr. Wolcott admitted, however, that it 
was not surprising that another view 
should have prevailed in this country—a 
view, based he said, “on the tmtemperate 
and hostile and somewhat brutal utter- 
ances of the London press reporting the 
proposals of the French and American 
representatives. The newspapers of Lon- 
don, like the newspapers of many of the 
capitals of the world,” he went on, “are 
dominated by and allied with the banking 
clement and reflect ‘their views and often 
their expressions. The business of money 
loaning is an engrossing pursuit, not al- 
ways lending to the cultivation of the 
amenities of life, and it is not to be won- 
dered at that the London newspapefs, 
voicing that industry should, in their hos- 
tility to a policy of which they disapprov- 
ed, forget for the moment that courtesy 
which is due to the stranger within the 
gates, especially when he comes upon in- 
Vitation, and that they should be led to 
characterize proposals as ‘impertinent’ 
which were made only upon the request of 
their own government.” 

It was perfectly realized from the begin- 
ning, he said, that bimetallism for England 
was out of the question. “India was the 
wital point of all the negotiations with 
Ergiand, and al] other proposals were in- 
significant in comparison with that respect- 
ing the re-opening of the mints of India 
to the wnlimited coinage of silver and the 
repeal. of the order permitting gold to be 
paid for the government dues and to be ex- 
changed for government rupees.” 

Many English monometalists of wide in- 
fluence believe the policy to be a mistaken 
one, he said. 

‘And would be glad,” he added, “io see 
the mints re-opened, if it could be done 
without stimulating the cause of bimetal- 
lism and aS a separate and distinct action. 
There was a general opinion, not limited to 
England, that the Indian government wou'd 
be quick to avail itself of an opportunity 
¢o ‘re-open its mints and would welcome 
any international attempt toward bimetal- 
lism that would raise the value of silver, 
and would be glad to co-operate In such an 
attempt. This belief found expression in 
the speech of the chancellor of the ex- 
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some 
mercial nations of the world. 
- Questiond of possible future negotiations 


‘between France, the United States 


other countries and the question of change 
of ratio are for the moment held in abey- 
ance, While we hope for continued joint 


action, France owes no further duty to us, 


“It ts my eincere conviction,” he said, 
“that an international bimetallic agree- 
ment is still feasible by the terms of which 
certain countries will join us and open 
their mints to the unlimited coinage of 
silver, and others will contribute to the 
plan an enlarged use of that metal as 
money; and I say this the more freely be- 


cause I shall give way upon the commis- 


sion to somebody more fitted for such ne- 
gotiations and better able to give them his 
constant time. This result cannot. be 
brought about without the expenditure of 
both time and patience’ and the persons 
entrusted with the duty of negotiation 
must have back of them the hearty sup- 
port of the president and of congress.”’ 

He thought it might be necessary to 
change the ratio to something like 20 to 1. 

Referring to the attitude of Secretary 
Gage on the financial question, contrasting 
it with the president's position, he said of 
Secretary Gage’s remarks upon his cur- 
rency bill: 

“The two statements are utterly at vari- 
ance and contradictory to each other. They 
cannot be reconciled. This is not the proper 
occasion to analyze the bill of the secreta- 
ry. It will reach limbo iong before’ it 
reaches the senate. But I do not intend to 
discuss the biil which the president's mes- 
sage specifically does not indorse; and it 
is premature to criticise the secretary's 
republicanism, for ‘his advent into the 
party and the cabinet were practically 
contemporaneous. We must accept the sit- 
uation. In my opinion, the great majority 
of the members of the republican party 
are bimetallists, and the fact that they 
are misrepresented by a cabinet officer 
is not pleasing, but it is endurable. The 
select.on of the members of his official 
household is the president’s own affairs, 
and so long as he stands upon the question 
of bimetallism where he has ever stood, 
there is no serious ground tor appretien- 
sion. But even in the inconceivable event 
that the chief magistrate of this people 
should through the exercise of his judg- 
ment, determine to countenance the final 
fastening upon this country of burdens of 
the gold standard, I trust we may still find 
warrant for faith and hope in the pledges 
of the party and tha,wisdom of its coun- 
sels. We will cross our bridges when we 
come to them. The time wher this coun- 
try will --bmit to the final imposition vf 
gold monometallism is far away. 

““Much of the recent legislation © tn 
Europe looking to the increase of gold 
holdings and the depreciation of silver 
finds its origin in the ex.gencies of a situ- 
ation where readiness for war is the para- 
mowot necessity. There is hardly a states- 
man in Europe who pelieves the last word 
has yet been said upon the question of 
the remonetization of silver, 
One who would not welcome an effort to 
settle the question internationally. Only 
a few days avo, just before Christmas, in 
a debate in the French chamber. M. Me- 
line again declared from The Tribune that 
the French government was at one with 
the United States on the question of bimet- 
allism. Tn the face of such a declaration 
it is as cowardly to abdndon the hope 
as it is false to talk about failure. Inter- 
national bimetallism is to the gold mon- 
ometallists a stumbling block and to the 
Silver monometallists foolishness. but it 
is neverthéless a splendid possibility: its 
accomplishment would be the greatest 
blessing that could befall our people, and 
to achieve it we might well afford to sink 
for the time the hostilities of parties and 
the bickerings of factions.’’

Mr. Hollifield had 
tr.ed to persuade Dehningtora to leave the 
Bun in the office, but he said that it was 
Charley Reid’s gun and that Charley knew 
where there was plenty of good game, that 
they were going for game and that he 
wculd hear from them. Denrnirgton had 
drawn a pistol from his pocket and had 
sown it to the witness, saying that if the 
gun did not get the game the pistol would 
get it. About ten minutes afterwards the 
witness heard of the killing of Halstead. 

W. T. Anderson, foreman of The ‘Teie- 
gtaph, had seen Reid and his wife at about 
5 o'clock on the day of the killing. Mrs. 
Reid met him and asked if he knew where 
her husband was. Two hours afterwards 
he saw Reid in the composing room with a 
shotgun in his hand. After Reid left the 
composing room he saw Reid and Denning- 
ton together. 


Reid said “T wish the 


and 
then again he said, “I'll bet $100 on the 
face,’’ but the witness did not know what 
was meant by the remarks. Reid and Den- 
nington left the witness then and went on 
up Cotton avenue. 

Half an hour afterwards the witness 
heard that a man had been killed. 

Prior to the killing that night Dennington 
had asked his advice. Dennington said that 
Re'd’s wife had been insulted and that 
Ret@ had asked Dennington to go with 
him and help to avenge the insult. Ander- 
£on had advised him against going to the 
circus. 

Dennington had said: “I do not think that 
Reid is going to shoot any one or to kill 
any one. If I thought he would kill any 
one ‘I would not go with him to the circus.” 

The witness had@ seen Dennington after 
the killing and had received a pistol from 
him. We had seen him at 11 o’clock that 
night and he was very much drunker than 
he was earlier in the evening. 

An effort was made by the state to show 
by the witness that Dennington was a bad 
and quarrelsome man, but this evidence fell 
through. 

Coroner Hollis was called. He testified 
as to the cause of the death of Halstead, 
whose coat was introduced in evidence with 
the ghastly hole in it. He simply proved 
the killing ana the person killed. 

Mrs. L. W. Halstead was the next wit- 
ness. She testified to her husband’s coat 
and acknowledged reveiving the body of her 
husband. She identified all the articles 
taken from her husband’s body. 

After the introduction of some other 
testimony. not enecially important, the 
state closed its direct testimony. Counsel 
for the defense offered Dennington’s state- 
ment as thYir evidence an stated they 
would not offer any testimony except in 
rebuttal. 

Denrirgton’s Statement. 


Dennington, who is about thirty-two 
years old, made his statement in a calm, 
clear manner. He stated how Reid had 
come to him and had related the insutt 
offered to his (Reid’s) wife and avowed 
his determination to avenge it. Denning- 
ton said that he had no reason to suppose 
from his knowledge of Reid’s character 
that he intended any Violence. He had 
dissuaded him as far as he possibly could 
from going to the circus tent and had ob- 
jected to his taking his gun with him, but 
as his friend he had gone with him. Up to

, Crisler, who jis now One of Canton’s 
leading merchants, but she died several 
years ago, leaving two children, Misses 
Annie Lou and Dasye. Colone} Teasly also 
had three other children to die when quite 
young.

Cotonel Teasly’s Surroundings. 


Colonel Teasly is now one of Cherokee’s 
oldest and best citizens, and Canton and 
Georgia has in him a man who represents 
the true type of southern gentleman—chiv- 
alrous. patriotic and progressive. He was 
horn in Elbert county in 1833, and is now 
in his sixty-fifth year, but is yet a young 
man, active and energetic. His father, 
Judge Isham Teasly, late of Milton county, 
moved with his family to Cherokee in 
1838, while the Indian yet roamed the woods 
and was “monarch of all he surveyed.”’ 
Coionel Teasly has a fair education, the 
advantages of higher education in his days 
being limited, but in 1855 he stood a very 
creditabie examination before the Cobb su- 
perior court and was admitted to plead and 
practice law. being then twenty-two years 
old. He then left the farm and moved to 
Cariton. where he hes since lived and 
practiced his profession, together With 
looking after his interests in other enter- 
prses with which he is connected. He was 
first associated in law with General Dan- 
iel H. Bird. 

Stood with the People. 


In public affairs he has always evinced 
a lively interest, and in 1861 he was elect- 
ed to the secession convention as a union- 
ist, and consequently worked and voted 
against seceding, but when the convention 
deciared itself in favor of secession he pa- 
triotically declared himself with his peopie, 
and voted for the adoption of the secession 
ordinance. Upon his return home he enter- 
ed the confederate army as a member of 
the Forty-third Georgia regiment, where 
he did valliant service. After the war ended 
he returned to Canton and was soon after- 
wards elected judge of the county court 
which position he held until the law estab- 
lishing the court was repealed. He has 
several times represented Cherokee in the 
general assembly, being elected in 1872. 1889 
and 1884, and his srvices in this line are. 
perhneps, not yet done, as he is frequenily 
mentioned for the senate from this. the 
thirty-ninth. district, composed of Chero- 
kee, Forsyth and Milton counties, and it 
fs (herokee’s next time to present the can- 
didate. Colonel Teasly is a leading mem- 
ber of the Methodist church, and also a 
Royal Arch Mason and Knight of Honor 
He is also vice president of the Bank of 
Canton, and is a& leading spirit in other 
enterprises here. He is of a family of four 
children, one of whom is dead. the other 
three being John J. Teasly, of Alpharetta:

A Proposed Amendment. 


Senator Hoar, of Massachusetts, is 
bent upon changing the date which 
custom has set apart for inaugurating 
the nation’s chief executives. 

As the most important reason for 
making some change in the present date 
it is claimed that the 4th of March is 
almost invariably ushered in with in- 
clemént weather at the national capital. 
This is due to the fact that the date falls 
just between seasons: and what is true 
of the weather in Washington, D. C., 
at that time is measurably true of the 
weather in other parts of the country 
at the same time. 

So frequently have the inaugural 
ceremonies been drenched by the down- 
fall of the elements in past years that 
what is commonly known as “inaugura- 
tion” weather at the natioral capital 
is something to be locked tenon with 
dread. Out of the twenty-fovr inau- 
gural ceremonies which have taken 
place in Washingtou since the removal 
of the capitol to that point, not more 
than eight or ten have been favured 
with auspicious weather. Such being 
the case, there is some warrant for the 
movement which the senator from Mass- 
achusetts has lately undertaken; but 


whether or not our national lawmakers , 


wili see fit to change the date for hold- 
ing the inaugural ceremonies cannot be 
foreshadowed at this time. 

On Friday of last week Senator Hoar 
formally sprung the movement in the 
United States senate by proposing to 
amend the federal constitution so as 
to extend the limit of the presidential 
term from March 4th to April 30th. As 
the first president of the United States 
Was inaugurated on the latter date, Sen- 
ator Hoar considers it appropriate at 
that time, and furthermore, contends 
that the weather at that season of the 
year is more apt to be auspicious than

4th_as the time for holding\the inaugural 
ceremonies has prevailed ‘for the past 
one hundred years, it ig doubtful if Sen- 
ator Hoar finds it easy to engraft his 
proposed amendment upon the constitu- 
tion. 
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He Should Be Defeated: ‘ 
Attorney General MeKenna, who has 
been nominated by Mr, a ley to 
be a justice of the suprefMe court, is 
not worthy to occupy that exalted po- 
sition. We have heretofore” had an 
idea that opposition to him proeeeds 
mainly from the unreasoning prejudices 
of the A. P. A. 

But it is not so. Out of hig own 
mouth Mr. McKenna condemas himeelf, 
and shows that he is utterly unwortiy 
to occupy a seat on the supreme bench. 
When Hanna was elected, Mr. McKenna 
telegraphed to him: “Everything good 
in politics has triumphed with you.” 

That settles Mr. McKenna’s intellec- 
tual and moral status. Nothing else in 
his record or outside of it is necessary 
to show that he is unworthy to sit on 
the supreme bench. If he really be- 
lieves what he telegraphed to Hanna, 
he is both intellectually and morally 
unfit to dispense justice in any court. If 
he does not believe it, the fact does 
not improve his morality. 

Hlis sickening telegram is enough to 
disgust any honest man, and could not, 
by any possibility, emanate from a man 
who is mentally and morally equipped 
for a place on the supreme bench. Such 
a dispatch would be bad enough if Mr. 
Hanna were merely a republican politi- 
cian: but he is something more. He is 
the originator of the most corrupt po- 
litical methods ever known in this coun- 
try. He proceeds by briWery, and his 
operations have been so bold and so 
shameless that the republicans in his 
own state who represent honesty find 
themselves compelled to oppose him. 

Every democrat in the’ senate and 
every senator who stands for political 
honesty should oppose the confirmation 
of McKenna as justice of the supreme 
court, and «they should press their op- 
position until his name is withdrawn 
or his nomination defeated.

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Chan‘iler and Other Forms of Chaos. 
The feelings of the republican breth- 
ren are becoming strained over the ques- 
tion of currency reform. Senator Chand- 
ler ealled on the president the other 
day, and after a talk with him, came 
out and announced that while some of 
the republicans are anxious to commit 
the country more thoroughly to the gold 
standard, the president is willing to get 
rid of it by means of international bi- 
metallism, and for that purpose pro- 
poses to send his envoys to Euro 
again, : 

Commenting on this, The Chicago 
Times-Herald says that Mr. Chandler’s 
statement is a lie—‘“‘a manifest lie.’”” Now 
what does this mean? Does Editor Kohl- 
saat intend to say that Mr. Chandler 
has misrepresented what the president 
told him, or doeg he intend to say that 
the statement itself is a lie? The dis- 
stinction is important. 

Editor Kohlsaat is very close to the 
president. He is one of the syndicate 
that saved Mr. McKinley from bank- 
ruptcy, and in securing his nomination, 
the Chicago editor was as mighty a man 
as Hanna. The probability is, there- 
fore, that before denouncing the Chand- 
ler statement as “a manifest lie,’’ Mr. 
Kohlsaat hag had some communication 
with the president. He evidently knows 
what he is talking about. Most certain- 
ly he knows that Mr. McKinley is op- 
posed to international bimetallism and 
in favor of the gold standard, and his. 
emphatic denunciation of the contrary 
statement is no doubt made onthe au- 
thority of the president himself. At 
any rate, we advise Mr. chandler to in- 
quire into the matter for himself. 

But, meanwhile, ordinary, every-day 
currency reform ig in as bad a way as 
Mr. Chandlef’s international bimetal- 
lism, which is dead enough for Mr. 
Kohisaat to carve an epitaph on its 
Chaos is a mild term to apply 
to republican opinion on the subject of 
currency reform. 

Mr. Walker, chairman of the house 
committee on currency and banking, 
gave a dinner to ‘the republican leaders

Senator Hoar, who 
was present, found an opportunity to 
slip away before the speeches began, 
and the fact is recalled that he recent- 
ly told one of the representatives pres- 
ent at the dinner.that the single gold 
standard is a great mistake, and that 
bimetallism is the hope of the country. 
It is no wonder that he “went ont to 
see a man” before he could be called on 
to express his views. 

Now, if this is the condition of af- 
fairs when members have full stomachs, 
what is likely to happen when they are 
compelled to discuss the matter in a 
stateeof comparative emptiness? Mr. 
Reed, who was present as the trencher, 
and played a good hand, went so far as 
to joke on the solemn subject. He said 
that if six members of the house could 
be brought to an exact agreement, he 
would see that their measure was put 
through the house. 

The trouble is not six members, but 
enough to make a majority over the 
democrats. The house will discvss a 
bill, but any megsure that can be 
brought in will find sufficient opposi- 
tion among the republicans to defeat it 
before the house. 

While preparations of this sort are 
going on, we advise Mr. Chandler to 
revisit the white house and inanire 
whether he misunderstood Mr. McKin- 
ley about international bimetallism.

‘They Refused To Vote for Adoption of 


Apportionment Sheet, 


THOMSON WRITES MINORITY. REPORT 


Member Finance Committee Would Not 
sign Apportionment Sheet—Re- 
port Caused Heated Discus- 
sion—Comes Up Again 
Next Friday. . 


ESPITE predictions that it would be 

accepted in full and without even an 

undercurrent of adverse murmuring 
the apportionment sheet given out for pub- 
lication before tts presentation to council 
met lively opposition in the council cham- 
ber yesterday afternoon. 

But the reckoning disregarded the pres- 
sence of the new members of council. The 
novitiates were cautious regarding the fig- 
ures put at them and there was 
‘very hot cayenne in their re- 
upon the estimate sheet. 
The new members. shocke&® the usual 
serenity of the council chamber and sur- 


' prised themselves by rejecting the figures 
' handed in by the finance committees, 


Instanter, there was a stampede to go 
back to the starting point. This was exe- 
cuted with great celerity and the consid- 
eration of the apportionment sheet went 
over ito @ special session of council. This 
special session occurs Fridewy, and it is not 
unlikely that the opposition to the estimate 
may be continued with renewed energy. In 
fact, it was intimated late yesterday after- 
noon that there would be a second appro- 
priation sheet submitted. » 

The action of council on the apportion- 
ment sheet yesterday is a suggestion of the 
future high pressure under which council 
is likely to be conducted. The handling of 
the. apportionment sheet yesterday breaks 
all previous municipal records. With but 
few exceptions the appropriation sheets 
have always been accepted by former coun- 
cils, and never have they been rejected out- 
right. The appropriation of $30,000 as a first 
payment on the purchase of the courthouse 
is thought to be the bone of contention. The 
new councilmen claimed they were not 
willing to vote for the apportionment 
outlined by the committee without further 
consideration. The committee members, 
knowing the city’s funds would be tied 
up in case of postponement, worked assid- 
uously for adontion. They lost the fight, 
however, and council will hold an adjourn- 
ed session Friday for the further consid- 
eration of the topic. Meanwhile the new 
councilmen will peruse the figures, and it 
is probable amendments innumerable will 
be offered before final If it is 
anything like the report of the salary com- 
mittee the sheet will scarcely be recogniza- 
ble when council gets through with it. 

Thomson Refused To Sign. 

Accompanying the finance committee’s re- 
port was the following minority report 
from Counciiman Thomson, a member: 


‘‘Atlanta, Ga., January 15, 1898.—I decline 
to sign the apportionment sheet for 1898 be- 
cause it appropriates 330,000, brought over 
from 1898, and $30,000 for 1898, to purchase 
undivided interests in Fulton county court- 
house. I do not think such purchase can be 
legally made; and besides, I am of the 
opinion that even if it should be decided 
that the contract with Fulton county is 
legal, there are other objects for which said 
sums should be appropriated, namely, a 
sinking fund to pay the %500,000 of water- 
works bonds issued in 1892; an_ increased 
appropriation for sewer, eleciric lights, fire 
and police departments, public schools, 
etc. Respectfully submitted.

Few Changes in Apportionments. 

There are few radical changes in the ap- 
portionments recommended by the commit- 
tec over last year. The water department, 
and the city lighting suffer the largest cuis, 
and the police, fire and health departments 
are given slight increasts. The other ap- 
propriations remain substantially the same. 

Last year the water department received

$40,000 for pipe. This year it will oniy get | 


$5,000, if the report is adopted. This reduc- 
tion is in view of the proposed issuance of 
$200,000 in water bonds during the year. If 
the people vote down the bonds the water 
department will be given more money for 
pipe in the May appropriation. The police 
and fire departments are given sums [to 
‘maintain the increased force and improve- 
ments made during last year. The health 
people get $4,000 additional in order to in- 


crease their working force. 
An appropriation of $13,000 is recommend- 


ed to meet emallpox bills. The Grady hos- 
pital is given a slight increase in order to 
allow them to make necded improvements. 
The street department is cut $4,000. The 
salary of the clerk of commission of public 
works is left off entirely. A cut of $5,000 is 
made in the sewers to be paid for by the 
city. The park commission is given an in- 
rease of $300, and $20,000 is set aside for 
bridges. 

The foregoing is an exceptionally good 
showing when it is considered that the fn- 
come of the city will be in the neighbor- 
hood of $35,000 or $40,000 less this year 
han it was last year. This is 
due to the reduction of the tax rate one- 
nuarter of a cent, and the work of the tax 
ssessors in equalizing taxes on suburban 
property, which alone has cost the city 

large sum. The greatest economy has 
bean observed therefore, but as this appor- 
jonment-is only an estimate, the figures 
may be materially changed in the May 
distribution, not before aduption. 
Under the present status the city’s funds 
re absoluiely tied up. The mayor has no 
rht to sign checks until the appropria- 
tions are adopted. Several matters involv- 
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ing expenditures came up yesterday after- 
noon, but the chairman ruled them out of 
order on this account, The city’s creditors 
will have to wait, therefore, until Friday; 
and even if the sheet is adopted then, the 
aldermanic board has a try at it. 


How the Sheet Was Tabled. 

“T think action on the apportionment 
sheet should be postponed,”” said Coun- 
cilman Adair, after Clerk Greene had [fin- 
ished reading. ‘‘We new members do not 
know whether we want to vote for it or 
not. There is no‘/harm in giving us an op- 
portunity to inspect it.’’ 

Dr. Stephens thought 
would be a bad precedent; that it would 
double the work of other committees. He 
had faith in the ordinance committee and 
wanted its report adopted. 

Councilmen Hammond and 
wanted a postponément, and 
Turner and Dimmock’and Mayson 
for adoption. The motion to postpone wus 
lost’ by a vote of seven to six. 

The motion on the adoption of 
finance committee’s report was then 
and lost by a vote of six to three, Messrs. 
Camp, LaHatte, Lumpkin, Thomson, 
Burns and Adair voting in the negative. 
This killed the apportionment sheet for 
the time being, and there was a good deal 
of excitement in the council chamber. 

The supporters of the sheet then began 
to work assiduously for reconsideration. 
Eager consultitions. were held all over the 
chamber, and Chairman Dimmock was un- 
able for awhile to restore order, The 
mayor, knowing that if the sheet was turn- 
ed down, mituicipal finances would be in 
m terrible tangle, did a little electioneering, 
foo, and, finally, after other business had 
been transacted, Councilman Thomson 
moved for a reconsideration. The motion 
was carried. 

Alderman Mayson moved to adopt the 
report of the finance committee. 

Counctiman Adair made another speech 
favoring postponement. 

“What do you want a postponement for?’ 
asked Alderman Mayson 

“To inspect the figures,’’ was the reply. 

“Have you inspected the apportionment 
of last year?’ 

‘‘No.”’ 

“Then, how do we know that you will in- 
spect them this year?” asked Mr. Mayson. 

‘“T never had time last year,’ was Mr. 
Adair’s reply. 

Councilman Hammond Grows Warm. 

Councilman Hammond offered a resolu4 
tion at this juncture as an amendment to 
the motion ‘to adopt, postponing action un- 
til Monday, and in the meanwhile giving 
the mayor the power to sign necessary 
checks. 

Chairman Dimmock ruled the resolution 
out of order on the grounds money could 
not be paid cvt until the apportionment 
sect had been acopted. Councilman Ham- 
mond sta-ed he thought such a course was 
legal, and appealed from the decision of 
the ehnir. Alderman Woodward urged the 
importance of adoption at this session, and 
Councilman Hammond withdrew his ap- 
peal. 

But the clouds began to grow darker. 
Councilman Lumpkin moved to lay the 
report on the table until Monday. The 
vote was seven to seven. Chairrhan Dim- 
mock vcted azainst the motion and it was 
ost. 

Juege Dersey proved the peacemaker of 
the occasion. “I voted,’ said he, “for the 
adoption of the report, but the new mem- 
bers of council feel they have a right to 
investigate the apportionment before they 
vote, and I trirk it is nothing but right 
that they allowed this privilege. I 
move the report be laid on the table until 
Frd:.y afternoon at 3 oclock.” 

The motion was carried with but few

Many Matters of Importance Disposed 
of Yester ay. 


Chairman Turner, of the bridge commit- 
tee, is evidently bent on the erection of a 
viaduct across Mitchell street this year. 
He introduced a resolution in council. yes- 
terday instructing the bridge cgmmittée to 
have plans and specifications prepared for 
a steel viaduct across the tracks at this 
crossing, and aiso to ascertain what pro- 
portion of the cost the railroads would 
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pay. The resolution was referred the 
bridge committee.

City Council Accepts Both Resignations 
of Merry and McRae. 


SUCCESSORS WERE ELECTED 


Dr. Louis Jones Is Now a Member of 
Board of Health. 
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L. G. ROSSER ON BOARD OF EDUGATION 
Both Gentlemen Received the Unani- 
mour Vote—Robinson Not Nom- 
inatei To Succeed McRae. 
R. FLOYD W. McRAE, secretary of 
the DOard of health, presented his 
resignation to council yesterday af- 
ternoon and Dr. Louis Jones was elected 
to flil the vacancy. 

Professor Merry’s resignation from the 
board of education was also accepted, and 
Mr. L. Z. Rosser, of the seventh ward, 
Was elected to succeed him. 

Both gentlemen received the unanimous 
vote, Mr. Rosser had no opposition. Dr. 
Jones had opposition up to council time, 
when the opposing forces, who were work- 
ing assiduously to land Dr. W. C. Robinson 
in the place, realized they did not have 
sufficient following to win, and withdrew 
leaving a clear field for Dr. Jones. 

Dr. McRae’s letter of resignation is as 
follows: 

“To the Honorable Mayor and General 
Council—Gentlemen: I] herewith tender my 
resignation as a member of the baard of 
health. This step is rendered imperative 
by other and more binding professional 
duties. Thanking you, gentlemen, for the 
many courtes.es received at your hands, 
I beg to remain yours most respectfully,

After Clerk Greene had read the letter, 
Councilman Dozier moved that the rules 
be suspended and that council elect sue- 
cessors to Dr. McRae and Prefessor Merry.

Arrests have been made, but the 
young men have always put up a sufficient 
cash collateral and that is the last of it, 
as they never appear for trial in the po- 
lice court. ~ 

The interview with Captain Jennings 
merely brought the matter to a focus, and 
yesterday morning ; Chairman: English 
communicated with Chief Manly and it 

‘was decided to take steps at once to call 
a halt to the open manner in which some 
of the brothels have been conducted in 
the city. It seems to be the opinion of 
the police officials that since the death 
of Chief Connolly the dens of iniquity 
have been trying to see how far they could 
presume upon the new administration in 
openly defying the law. 

“They have tried it long enough and 
have reached their rope’s end,” is the way 
the officials now put it. 

Yesterday morning the chief of police 
had a number of circular letters sent out 
to people in the city warning them against 
allowing minors to enter their places and 
about selling liquor in their premises with- 
out a license.

Society To Blame. 

Dr. MacDonald, of the Second Baptist 
church, said he did not know whether the 
evils were as great as Captain Jennings 
had said, but be thought the sad conditions 
were the result of a false standard of so- 
ciety. He abso thought the municipal gov- 
ernment to blame. He said: 

Such evils are more than anything 
else the result of a false standard of 
society. They grow out of a condition

that is wrong of itself. rhe young 
man who practices these vices 15 Tre- 
eeived in society and a vitiated public 
condone his faults. 

This is wrong. There should be but 
one standard of morality for both sexes. 
If a young girl were guilty of such a 
crime her character would be blighted 
forever. She would be ostracised from 
society and the penalty would be a suf- 
ficient punishment. The society of to- 
day has created two standards—one for 
men and one for women. ‘There is 
no reason that a woman should be 
purer than a@ man, or rather there is 
no reason or law that allows a man to 
be less pure than a woman. The Bi- 
ble lays deuwn the same commandment 
to man and woman. 

A good remedy, and one that would 

would be to 


tend to correct this evil, 
make social pariahs of the young 
men who are guilty of such indecent 


orgies and practices. If they knew they 
would be ostracised and made outcasis 
from society they would certainly not 
commit the sin. But ag long as as 
our false society recognizes young men 
who do these things the evil will con- 
tinue to exist. 

The entire fault does not lie with 
society. The city government also is 
to blame. The council should pass strict 
laws and see them enforced. A firm 


etand against immorality by the city 
government would result: in, at least 
an ameloration of the situation. The 


men who build these houses and rent 
them for such purposes are guilty of a 
crime themselves. They, should be 
placed under the ban of socitty. This 
evil could be made productive of less 
disastrous results if the municipal gov- 


ernment and society would do their 
duty. 

Make Home Attractive. 
Dr. Theren Rice, pastor of the Central 


Presbyterian church, said of the s‘tuation 
spoken of by Captain Jennings: 

Home training is the greatest and 
best remedy for this evil. The proper 
place to step this evil is in the home. 
Parents should begin when their boys 
are babies and train them up in the 
most absolute purity of heart. They 
should be so trained that they would 
have no inclination in the direction of 
this tice. The home should be made 
attractive and home life so pleasant 
that no other allurements could draw 
the boy from home. 

Then there should be some way to 
get the boys off the streets on Sun- 
day and assemble them where they 
could hear the gospel. If they had the 
gospel in gheir hearts they would not 
be guilty of this evil.

menaces the character and life of so many 
young men, When asked his opinion re- 
garding the situation and a remedy, he 
said: 

Captain Jennings’s article this morn- 
ing should open the eyes of many 
parents who seem indifferent to the con- 
duct of their young sons. 

The old saying ‘‘boys 
has caused too many parents to shut 
their eyes being form by their sons. 

Youth is bubbling over with life and 
spirit like a fresh mountain stream 
bursting from the breast of mother 
earth, and must find a channel to guide 
it on to the ocean. It is not feasible to 
stop the outflow of the mountain 
stream; the only thing we can do is 
furnish a proper channel for its swift 
current. 

We cannot and should not attempt to 
stop the tide of youth's exuberent spir- 
its, but we should furnish it proper 
channels. This is the day of young 
people. Every avenue is open to them, 
both to lead them to virtue and to vice. 
Our duty lies in encouraging them — to 
take the right path. 

The Young Men’s library furnishes 
abundant good reading matter. The 
Young Men’s Christian Association has 
its social features. These institutions 
and many others should be encouraged 
in every way possible. An ounce of pre- 
ventative is worth a pound of cure. 
and better a few hundreds spent to 
encourage uprightness than many thou- 
sands to reform those already steeped 
in crime. 

Last, but not least, and, indeed. most 
important: Iet the home be for the 
young people. The boy or girl to whom 
home is the pleasantest place on earth 
has a safeguard the power of which 
cannot be overestimated. 

Don’t rum the children and youths 
away from home. Make it bright and 
entertaiming. Gather around them in 
*heir homes Christian friends and fit 
companions, and above all, let every 
org be a companion to his or her 
child. 


Dr. Atkisson Not Surprised. 
Dr. R. V. Atkisson was not surprised at 
the statements made by Captain Jennings 
and said that there were policemen in At- 
lanta who could tell a great deal more 
than the captain. He said:

The only remedy I know for this evil 
is for the parents to tale heroic stepe 
and bring all their influence to bear on 
the young men, The matter résts 
largely in the hands of the. parents. 
While the ministers can preach and give 
advice, it by no has the same ef- 
fect it would ve coming from the 
parents. 

More care should be taken in the early 
training of the young men. They 
should be warned against these evils 
and should not be given too much lati- 
tude. As a matter of fact, the minis- 
ters of the city are able to cause the 
young men of their.congregations to 
lead moral lives, but.there are a large 
number of young men who do not attend 
church regularly; taken altogether, I 
believe that the remedy is in the hands 
of the mothers and fathers. 


“Rests with the Parents.” 


Rey. Virgil Norcross was not at al) sur- 
prised at the statements made by Captain 
Jennings in his interview and said he knew 
that such was the case.. He deplored the 
fact that so many young men are leading 
vicious lives and in speaking of the rem- 
edy sald: 


I believe the matter rests more with 
the parents than with any one else. [ 
have always been heartily jn favor of 
early conversion and believe it is a rem- 
edy for the present sad state of affairs. 
I believe that young children should be 
brought to God as 600Mf as they are abe 
to distinguish between right and wrong. 
They should have. cortinual religious 
training, not in such & way that it 
would become a burdensome yoke, but 
so it would become a’ begutiful wreath 
of flowers and adorn the wearer. 

I like the old-fashioned Sundays, the 
Sunday that was a hoby‘day and not a 
holiday. The loose obS@rvance of the 
day by the young men d@ probably one 
of the causes Of their 100s§ moral habits. 
Then same of the modern literature is 
of a kind that leads young men to vice. 
I think every home sheuld be furnished 
with good books and in: addition to this 
the home should be madé@ so that a boy 
will prefer to remain. there. There 
should be things to take the place of the 
évils he would do were he to go out. 
In other words, he should have games, 
music, good books and such pleasant 
surroundings and such good treatment 
that he would have no desire to run 
about at night. Then boys are some- 
times given too much money by over- 
indulgent parents, and this leads them 
to extravagance and enables them to 
visit places where the amusements are, 
to say the least, of a questionable char- 
acter. The two standards of society 
which condemns @ young woman and 
condones a young man for the same of- 
fense is also in a sense responsible. 

I favor edueational institutions in 
which young boys are taught to be men 
and encouraged to bocome eelf-reliant. 
For instance, there is the Technological 
school, where they are taught to work 
and taught to be men-—men in the true 
sense of the word. 


‘“Fress Should Prevail.” 
Rev. J. T. Daves, of the Park Street, 
West End, Methodist church, believes that 
the influence of the home and the home

training of youths is the only plausible rem- ° 


edy for the condition as described in the 
interview with Captain Jennings. He said: 


There are four influences which might 
be brought to bear to change or reform 
the character of young men. The first 
of these is public opinion, which they 
have disregarded and can only be furth- 
er brought to prevail upon them by the 
press. If the press @id not take, as it 
sometimes does, a doubtful stand on 
these questions, it would avail much in 
overcoming this evil. The second influ- 
ence mentioned is the law, which Cap- 
tain Jennings has said does not reach 
them. If the matter was placed in the 
reach of the law and such places closed, 
it would help largely. The third influ- 
ence is the pulpit, which cannot reach 
them, because they do not came in 
range of its immediate influence. The 
fourth influence is the }ome, and as to 
how this is to influence the young men 
rests on the consciende of the parents.

Kindergarten Association held a large and 
enthusiastic meeting at the Woman’s Club 
rooms, in the Grand. The various reports 
read indicated a flourishing condition of 
the schools, there being an average at- 
tendance of forty pupils at each. 

The report read by Miss Julia Johnson, 
the teacher of the Worman’s Club school, 
was a source of great satisfaction to the 


members of the association, since it dem- 
onstrated practically ‘the results of the 
kindergarten training as seen in the chil- 
dren entering ‘the public schools. Investi- 
gation proved’that in the first grade of 
Fair street school alone there are four- 
teen children aho have received the kin- 
garten training; one scores regularly the 
highest ayérage of the class: six have 
had a general monthly average of over 90 
per cent, and three have averaged % pa 
“ent. In the two other grammar schools, 
where there are in the first grade, pupils 
from the free kindergarten, there are the 
best results manifested and the teachers 
asfert that besides their class standing 
and good average, the kindergarten pupils 
evince an amount of practical knowledge 
and system in all they do,that gives them 
an advantage over other children. These 
reports have greatly encouraged the mem- 
bers of the association to make every ef- 
fort to increase the number of schools, and 
plans are under discussion as to how the 
necessary money may be acquired. It has 
been decided to give a series of cooking 
lectures in March. during the lecture sea- 
son, when there will be time for women, 
old and young, to turn their attention from 
the gay world to the matter of practical 
things. Mrs. A. V. Gude has been unan- 
imously elected chairman of the committee 
to arrange for the cooking lectures. She 
has secured the services of a -well-known 
culinary artist of New York, and the pro- 
gramme will be similar to those of last 
year, When three free lectures were given 
and three pay lectures a week. 

The proceeds of these lectures, when ex- 
penses are paid, will be entjrely devoted to 
the interests of the free Attidergarten and 
they should receive a liberal patronage.

the Courts.

Mr. Smith was not satisfied with 
it, however, and the bill was not paid. 
Then the picture went into the courtroom 
and judges, jurors and witnesses stared 
at the smiling face of the well-known citi- 
zen. 

Artist Cox sued for the amount of the 
bill before Justice Edgar H. Orr. The first 
decision wag that Artist Cox should be 
paid the bill, which virtually meant that 
the court thought well of the picture. 
-Mr. Smith alleged that the picture was 
not at all like him. He said his face was 
not speckled ang the face in the picture 
was; he said his nose was not split as 
the picture made it appear, and he declared 
his shirt was spotless, while the shirt of 
the man in the picture was soiled. Mr. 
Smith declared he was a good looking 
man, while the face in the picture was 
very homely. 

“My friends would not take that pic- 
ture for me even in the night,’’ said Mr. 
Smith, “and I won’t have it and conse- 
quently will not pay for it.” 

The case was then tried before a jury 
in the justice court and this time Mr. 
Smith won the verdict and twelve jurors 
agreed with him that the picture was any- 
thing but a good likeness. 

The case was certioraried and yesterday 
Judge Lumpkin was asked to pass upon 
the merits of the picture. Judge Lumpkin 
decided that Artist Cox should have an- 
other trial and the picture must now be 
scrutinized for the third time by court of- 
ficials and jurors. 

At the second trial Artist Cox proved 
by Mr. C. W. Motes, Judge Bleckley, Pro- 
fessor Fields and others that the picture 
was a true and correct profile of Mr. 
Smith. The p‘cture was then shown Mr. 
Gus Long.* He stated that he did not know 
whose picture it was unless it was in- 
tended for Uncle Jimmie Dunlop. -Others 
looked at the picture, some saying it was 
a good one and others saying it was ‘bad.

Colenel Glenn, with Remarkable En- 
ergy and Force, Speaks Three Hours. 


KIMSEY AND TERRELL FOR PROSECUTION 


Will Resume Argument This Morning 
and Defense Closes with One Hour

HE hearing of the motion for a now 
Yes in the Flanagan case was taken 

up by the supreme court yesterday 
morning at 10 o'clock. Colonel W. C. 
Glenn opened the argument for the plain- 
tiff and hand'ed the evidence for three 
hours, when the cout adjourned until 9 
o'clock this morning. 

The prosecution will make its argument 
when the court convenes this morning, and 
after it has finished Colonel Glenn will 
close in a hour-and-thirty-minutes’ 
speech, 

When the case was called yesterday 
morning Chief Justice Simmons and As- 
sociate Justices Lewis and Cobb were on 
the bench. Colonel Glenn asked for a full 
bench and Associate Justices Little, Lump- 
kin and Fish took their seats. Justice 
Lewis was Uisqualified, having been counsel 
gn the prosecution at a former trial. 

The case was immediately opened and 
the argument begun. 

Colonel*Glenn in his opening remarks 
thanked the court for postponing the case 
when be was too {ll to be present at the 
hearing and asked for two addjtional 
hours to the time allowed him tby the rules 
of the court. After a short consultation 
this request was granted and he launched 
into the long copy of the bill af exceptions 
which was before him. | 

The bill is one of the largest that has 
ever been filed in the court. It contains 
forty-two grounds why a new trial should 
be granted. Bes‘des this there was a large 
book containing nearly 300 pages which is 
a compilation of the evidence on the for- 
mer trial. Authorities in the shape of 
many ealf+bound books were lying on the 
table around the attorneys. The prosecu- 
tion was represented by Attorney General 
Terrell. Colonel Glenn was assisted by 
his partner, Colonel Dan W. Rountree. 

Colonel Glenn’s argument was masterful 
and he was warmly congratulated upon 
its delivery when he had finished. Tt was 
the general op!nion by those that had 
heard it that a new trial will be granted. 

tt is thought that a Change of venue will 
be granted, although this point Was hardly 
touched upon yesterday. At times in his 
speech Colonel Glenn would refer to the 
“gleaming bayonets” ‘that surrounded the 
courthouse while the trials were in prog- 
ress and the prejudice of the people of the 
county that he seid was everywhere pre- 
valent ) 

He reviewed the evidence, first taking up 
the crime, and said that he believed there 
Was never in this state a more brutal and 
dastardly crime committed, and that he 
found excuse for it only in the insanity of

The mains would be tapped along the 
route and every house could be supplied. 
A number of citizens have been to the 
gas company asking it to consider the 
proposition and investigate the practica- 
bility of it. It is sai@ that the extension 
would be welcomed through the country 
and receive the support of. the people. 

The gas company says it could build a 
plant in Decatur for what it would 
cost to run the mains there. It 
claims that the pressure . between 
Atlanta . and Decatur would be _ too 
great. The pipes now run as far as the 
county line, where the city limits end, 
and from that point it is four miles Into 
Decatur.
